ting. years public service, 
through career city government that 
has included terms school commit- 
teeman, city councilor and mayor, has 
baited enough movers and shakers 
Cambridge keep his phone ringing 
with harassments all day long.

As. awesome all was, though, the 
importance the week gone has not 
been that the Red Sox have been smash- 
ing down the East Coast, 
with four complete games five starts 
from overly maligned pitching staff.

Should Boston win two 
the three, rational prognosis that 
neither the Yankee pennant hopes nor 
Billy Martin will have survived the 
month June.

Buns,” hands Robin Leeberg empty 
hot-dog roll, which she proceeds stuff 
with onions and relish. 

What's wrong with this picture? 

wrong with this picture 
wrong with most barbecues. Car- 
nivorous hosts often forget look be- 
yond their own eating habits, and guests 
chosen meatless diets are forced 
fill side dishes and dessert. And 
the case with most cook-out 
menus this means potato salad and cole 
slaw topped off with watermelon, things 
are very grim indeed. There are those 
who would contend that serves those 
quirky people right for not eating the 
normal people why don’t they 
bring their own? But mostly, the hosts 
don’t know they can barbecue any food, 
not just hamburgers and hot dogs. 
herewith offer these suggestions. 

First all, there are degrees vege- 
tarianism. Some people eliminate only red 
meat from their diets; others shun all 
meat and dairy products. There are all 
sorts stops along the way extrem- 
ism (represented those dour souls who 
subsist underdone loam and vitamin 
pills). All these factions battle con- 
tinually who really vegetarian. 
The folks are concerned with here are 
those who will countenance eating fish 
vegetables, both. 


Capt. Paul’s Skewered Swordfish: 
Capt. Paul should not confused with 
Mrs. Paul, who manufactures those fish- 
sticks found supermarket freezer cases. 
The first secret (there are two) that you 


one-and-a-quarter-inch slices off 


whole swordfish. not buy pre-cut 
fish. Then, even it’s against your prin- 
ciples, throw the fish (still its wrap- 
per) into your freezer for day. The 
freezing will make more tender and ul- 
timately more delicious. Take the fish out 
the freezer six eight hours before 
cooking time and (still leaving the 
wrapper) place open area. Two 
hours before cooking, put the fish 
shallow pan with half lemon 
juice. The juice will remove any 
taste. 

Now comes the second secret. Start 
your fire and add small pieces 
addition that gives nice kick the 
flavor. While waiting for the coals 
get white-hot, cube the fish into two- 
inch-by-two-inch pieces. Parboil whole 
medium onions (the amount depends 
you). Then skewer the fish and the 
onions. Three skewers’ worth should feed 
four people. Place the skewers the grill 
and, using pastry brush, generously 
baste the fish and onions with mixture 
quarter-pound melted butter, four 
drops Lea Perrin Worcestershire 
sauce and the juice one fresh lemon. 
Alternately baste and turn the skewers. 
When the fish has lost its pink tinge and 
just beginning flake, done. 
course, proceed with vegetables only (us- 
ing greater variety) it's thumbs down 
fish.

Face it. Potato salad and cole slaw 
cook-out are predictable. you insist 
being bore, least make these two side 
dishes with lot unexpected raw vege- 
tables.

Locusts are 
not among our most pressing concerns. 
With all due respect the nations the 
Third World, cannot summon chill 
the spine, quickened pulse, over 
locusts. Mostly, fear the unknown, 
the known but uncontrollable. Locusts 
may distasteful and dangerous, 
especially when they congregate, but they 
are both known and controllable. 


making the demon too specific, Goodhart 
has made trivial. 

And even didn’t intend film 
scary its predecessor, surely Goodhart 
wished fashion compelling story. Too 
often, however, the script reads like 
lecture advances parapsychology.

Waterlogged sexism and racism

eight years reviewing movies 
don’t believe I’ve used the word 
more than few times. It’s not that dis- 
agree with feminist critiques movies, 
just that feminist critics male 
well female are forever returning 
first principles: they see the same pat- 

almost every work they examine. 
addition, words like are 
blessing for people with need feel 
self-righteous; they become all-purpose 
epithets (like the ‘60s) 
rather than way analyzing attitudes. 

And yet impossible not feel 
little old-fashioned feminist outrage 
brazenly stupid and vulgar picture like 
The Deep. This elaborately produced div- 
ing-for-sunken-treasure movie should 
have been lighthearted, pleasantly scary 
summer entertainment, but fact it’s the 
nastiest, most corrupt movie the year. 
The filmmakers seem trying for 
infectiously juvenile tone but the 
generosity innocence for it, their 
picture simply dumb. The plot unfolds 
jerky, formulaic manner, the 
filmmakers had taken correspondence 
course pop-fiction techniques before 
going work. The good guys here are 
beautiful young couple from New York 
(Nick Nolte and Jacqueline Bisset) va- 
cation Bermuda, joined irascible 
but kind-hearted 
(Robert Shaw); the bad guys are gang 
Haitian blacks who control the Ber- 
muda-New York drug trade; both groups 
are trying get their hands 
million-load morphine lying sunk- 
World War supply ship wreck 
which implausibly rests top still 
another wreck, 18th-century Spanish 
galleon carrying fabulous load 
jewels. The double-decked treasure 
silly and unwieldy premise (it requires 
interminable amount explanation), but 
really obnoxious about The Deep 
the vile way which Jacqueline Bisset 
has been the audience. 
extraordinarily beautiful woman who 
may have some talent well (who 
knows?), she’s never had chance 
show what she can do. The Deep, her 
only function pawed, stripped 
(twice), possibly raped and nearly killed 
the gang black thugs. pure pro- 
jection male fantasies, she has life 
her own. She’s lure and prize 
emotional terms, the real 
treasure. Kidnaped the thugs, Nolte 
and Bisset are searched for bottle 
morphine only there’s difference: 
when Nolte manhandled the camera 
stays his face, but when Bisset gets the 
treatment you see black hands reaching 
towards her crotch intercut with shots 
blacks grinning and licking their lips. 
(Like every other man know, enjoy 
looking Bisset, but don’t enjoy see- 
ing her humiliated. The movie big 
humiliation and revenge it’s white ex- 
ploitation movie.) few minutes later, 
the Haitians grab Bisset her hotel room 
and pour chicken blood her body 
some sort voodoo ritual. The film- 
makers are damned callous that they 
strip her down for our enjoyment and 
never even make clear whether she’s 
raped; any case, she recovers the same 
night, and rather than returning New 
York the next plane any woman 
outside male fantasy would she 
hangs around menaced again the 
following day. hope not making 
any this sound arousing; spirit 
and intention these scenes are close 
pornography, but the staging too silly 
erotic.)

With his soft-textured, untrained 
voice (it records poorly), his shambling 
gait and floppy hair, Nolte too vague 
and callow sexy. angry, 
strenuous type who shouts lot, but the 
results are petulant rather than com- 
manding; sounds like USC under- 
graduate winning frat-house argument 
over who has the fastest bike. His per- 
formance unfocused because doesn’t 
use his eyes (as all movie actors must) 
show inside.

Ray love: Indian Renoir

opened just ten days ago, but already 
has made itself invaluable. second 
week operation under the manage- 
ment the Brattle Theater, has pro- 
gramed Kanchenjungha, rare film 
Satyajit Ray, thereby proving that every 
new film from this director will reve- 
lation, matter how old is. For though 
Kanchenjungha was made years ago, 
apparently has never played commer- 
cially Boston before, though film 
great distinction. isn’t even one 
Ray’s best works, hardly mat- 
ters. Like the rest his films, demon- 


“strates that Ray the only director be- 


sides Renoir invent the kind com- 
plex, fully imagined world that the great- 
est 19th-century writers created their 
novels. 

Many films epic war movies, for 
example attempt reproduce the rich- 
ness the wider society history 
offering panorama vast, often chaotic 
action punctuated 
vignettes. All too often, 
Lewis Milestone’s overrated All Quiet 
the Western Front, the filmmakers 
find necessary provide explanatory 
speeches, though their characters were 
English professors dissecting movie 
play public television. Ray, like Re- 
noir, follows the opposite method. 
takes simple story Kanchen- 
jungha, more than account the 
conflict rich Bengali family when the 
imperious father wants his daughter 
marry for prestige and examines 
closely enough expose entire milieu 
and lay bare the connections the 
characters’ private experience. 

Consider, for instance, the father 
(played Chabbi Biswas). has come 
with his family the hill town Dar- 
jeeling observe the celebrated snow- 
covered peak Kanchenjungha the 
Himalayas. man who sits the boards 
five corporations, also lord who 
received his title from the British. Not 
surprisingly, Anglophile who 
fawns over any passing English tourist 
and dislikes any Indian with the temerity 
criticize British imperialism. Thus Ray 
connects the father’s tyrannical style 
within the family the social history 
the Indian upper classes, which co- 
operated with the British rule the coun- 
try before independence. Suddenly the 
Indian bagpipe band, skirling away the 
town square, not something quaint, nor 
only reminder the political past, but 
also emblem the father’s oppres- 


sive hegemony within the family. 

But Ray’s emphasis always the 
internal dynamics the family. blood- 
less uncle who seems unable take 
nose out bird book turns out 
secret supporter romance, smiling 
the daughter from afar when sees her 
walking with the impoverished young 
tutor who shares her fondness for Ta- 
gore. brother-in-law suddenly throws 
his marriage doubt when urges the 
daughter marry for love. The lord’s 
tired, oppressed wife abruptly decides 
turn against her husband and help the 
daughter choose for herself. Kanchen- 
jungha, short, about revolt against 
the overbearing father who draws his 
strength from the imperial past, and 
account the subtle effects moderni- 
zation Indian society. 


like Renoir another respect. 
His tendency take sides unques- 
tionable, but refuses treat anyone 
with contempt. not only, charac- 
ter The Rules the Game states, that 
everyone has his reasons, but that suf- 
fering always claim sympathy. 
man who wants marry the daughter 
even though they share almost nothing 
may brag about his job and his pros- 
pects; may talk too calculatingly 
about the loneliness his job and his de- 
sire for companion; may reveal his 
ignorance Tagore and his indifference 
the interests; but Ray never 
denies mocks his loneliness, his inse- 
curity, his sorrow when she rejects 
him. the same time, the tutor whom 
the daughter prefers turns out 
trifle foolish and more than trifle ready 
grovel before her father for job one 
his corporations. 

Yet the father’s smugness finally tri- 
umphs. have the father re- 
flects, gift ex-rulers. cherish 
it, proud The tutor, dis- 
gusted, refuses talk any further. The 
father scornful and amazed. 
you expect get better job?” “By 
own the tutor answers. The fa- 
ther storms away cannot bear one 
independent soul. Just little way off his 
whole family gathering its moral force 
enable the daughter marry she 
chooses. The simple story has turned 
subtly and gracefully into moving ex- 
amination imperialism, social class, 
family conflict and the ideology 
romantic love.

the most casual baseball fan 
knows that the Washington Senators 
rarely did anything right. This was espe- 
cially true during boyhood years, 
1955 ‘60, when the Nats, their be- 
leagured partisans sometimes called them 
(in less virulent moments) finished the 
American League basement four times, 
seventh (second-to-last) once, and sur- 
prising fifth (only games off the pace) 
1960, their final campaign the na- 
tion’s capital. 

1961 the Senators became the 


Minnesota Twins, the American 


League saw fit expand teams. 
They were replaced D.C. new 
delegation Senators, who continued 
the downtrodden tradition their name- 
sakes before being banished Texas 
after the 1971 race. 

But their haplessness aside, the second- 
generation Senators simply did not have 
the Old World charm their predeces- 
sors. The pre-expansion Nats performed 
crumbling bandbox named Griffith 
Stadium. Octogenarian Nick Altrock 
served one their coaches. And year 
after year they led the majors single 
category: Cubans. 

Between 1950 and 1960 fewer than 
Cuban ballplayers donned the block- 
uniform the Senators. one might 
have guessed, the imports were not 
exactly instrumental reversing the for- 
tunes the Capitol entry (the fact that 
few the American Nats deserved ad- 
vance higher than Legion ball). Never- 
theless, the Cubans were enthusiastic 
lot who bad; was just that, with 
the exceptions pitchers Camilo Pas- 
cual (he the devastating curve) and 
Pedro Ramos, they were less good than 
almost anyone else. Clearly, the tight- 
fisted Griffith family, which owned the 
club, got what they paid for. 

dredge all this because recent 
weeks there has been resurgence in- 
terest Cuban baseball, thanks 
Howard Senzel’s somewhat bizarre and 
frequently insightful monograph, Base- 
ball and the Cold War (which juggles 
such topics being 10-year-old Jewish 
minor league fan Rochester, N.Y.; 
‘60s-style; and the 
increasing gloominess American life 
this, the “corporate era’’). There was also 
Ron Fimrite’s first-rate piece repor- 
tage the Grand Old Game 
Cuba, which appeared Sports IIlus- 
trated not long ago.

Marley and Peter Tosh 
are two the three most impor- 
tant figures reggae has produced. 
(Toots Hibbert Toots and the 
Maytals the third.) For Marley 
and Tosh have released new 
albums almost simultaneously, 
then, amounts accidental 
statement the art. The results 
are less than ideal. Neither 
Equal Rights (Columbia) nor 
Marley’s Exodus (Island) ap- 
proaches the fine fluidity their 
best work, which say, the 
best reggae. the two, Equal 
more controlled and hews closer 
the rudiments reggae 
which surprising only because 
Marley plainly the better ar- 
tist, one the most charismatic 
stars the decade.

poet Honor Moore maintains, the 
word ‘feminist’ mentioned within 100 
feet you, Moore, whose 
play, Mourning Pictures, flickered but 
briefly New York 1974, having first 
enjoyed some success the Lenox Arts 
Center, the force behind and editor 
recently published anthology, The New 
Women’s Drama: Ten Plays Contem- 
porary American Women (Vintage 
Books; 537 pp.; $5.95).

With unknown landscapes, 


seeing has believing
